ThL flower is an Ameri­ 
can introduction. 
The Orchid Beauty petunia is a 
darf. all-double, giant, fringed va­ 
riety having flowers which attain 
a 4-inch diam eter on plants which 
are about a foot high.

T oday Real Estate represents only 40% of the 
wealth but bears 90% of the tax burden.

Many Lawrence county fruit grow­ 
ers are trying to make the most of 
their cider sales as one method of 
exchanging part of (heir bountiful 
apple crop for cash. 
All will agree that an attractive 
product is more easily sold than 
one of inferior appearance. 
With 
cider, for instance, experience has 
shown that where clarified and fil­ 
tered cider was offered for sale u n ­ 
der the same conditions as (he or­ 
dinary product <unclarified and u n ­ 
filtered» 
the superior product in­ 
creased the total sales bv 45 per 
cent, even though the clear cider 
was priced higher to cover the cost 
of clearing and filtering. 
This attractive product may be 
prepared by the fruit grower with 
a cash outlay of $2 or $4 for equip­ 
ment, assuming that he already has 
a barrel or two which may be used. 
The enzyme used for clarification 
and the infusorial e a r h used in fil­ 
tration will together cost about 1% 
cents a gallon. 
Labor involved wll 
run the total cost for clarified and 
filtered cider up to about five cents 
more a gallon than the ordinary 
product. 
As already noted, it will 
usually sell much m o rr e a d ily , even 
when this extra cost of production 
is added to the sales price.

Mill Organization. 
We believe the Hot Mill D epart­ 
ment to be the most important in 
tlie plant. 
Wlien a great budding is to be 
erected, the architect knows that 
the first and most important thing 
th at he m ust have a good Inunda­ 
tion. This applies equally true in 
the m anufacture of tin plate. It the 
foundation, in this case the steel 
bars received from steel mills, is not 
properly started in the hot mills, it 
cannot be made into a prime sheet 
oi tin plate. 
Tin b a r —the trade name for steel 
bars used in the m anufacture of tin 
plate—is obtained from the various 
steel plants of the Carneeie-Illinois 
Steel Corporation such as Farrell. 
Ohio, Mingo. Edgar Thomson anu 
Vandergrift Steel Works 
It is in the hot null department, 
which employes 1275 men, where 
you .sev the iirst o }x t u Iio ii in the 
making ot tm plate begin. 
The hut mills m anufacturer tin 
plate from 14 gauge up to and in­ 
cluding 62 guage, all of which re ­ 
quire a separate rolling and h eat­ 
ing process. There are several sizes 
of rolls used in the hot mills at one 
time,

inches wide which will roll plate 18 
inches to 38 inches wide. 
The hot rolling process consists 
of
